Church of God isr. preſented complaining of her 
E::emicsand ſaying, Muny £time have they, affiitted 
me from my youth : and yet they have not prevailed 4- 
(gain/t me. The iplowers plowed wpov my backs, they 
wade long their furrowes,, by which Metaphoricall 
Jptech the cruell afflictions of the Chyrchthus la- 
(houredofplowed up, as iemere;by henEocemiesare- 
meat, Whichdeahng doch very flyagreeio all: 
.the Piraticall oſfces ot choſe Hierarchical Courts; 
who plow thus the ſeas or peaples,. over which 
'  theyarceſtablfbed , when once they doe fall inro 
thei kurches, or are brought,under their ty rnpi- 
call power: evenas the plowmandoth he ground, 
bur.not as he,thereby to fit itand;prepareitebe ber- 
terg,to receive the good _ chat ir may rw ] 
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forth the more fruite to the owner; but rather as the 
hirelings uſe codoe , hiring the ground, and wea- 


ring ir with tilling, till they have ſuck all the far * 


thereof, and filled their owne purſes, to the great 
prejudice and manifeſt dammage of the owner, 

And thus much for the meaning of the words of 
this preſent text. In the expoſition whereof, [ have 
beene conſtrained to infiſt thus long, becauſe it hath 
beene heretofore otherwiſe expounded and taken in 
another ſence, by the former interpreters,then I 
have done now,being led thereunto, firſt by the ex- 
poſicion that the Angell himſelfe doth give tothe 
waters Or ſea , wherupon both the whore her (elfe 
fitterh (as it hath beene ſhewed out of * Revel. 17. 
15. )and theſe her Officers doe trade: as alfo by the 
conſideration of the type of this Church mentio- 
ned before,the which I have followed from journ 
to ogy or from one moneth to another, cſpeci- 
ally in the Jaſt ofthe third great Period or part of 
her voaypge through the wildernefle, comparing 
eſtate, time and eyents of this chriſtian Church, to 
thoſe of that ancient of 1ſrael, whereuponlT fay I 
I have grounded this my expoſition; the which 
nevertheleſſe I doe willingly,and with all humili 
ſubmit (as Idid when I firſt preached it in publike) 
to the wiſe and charitable cenſure of the reſt of the 
moſt faithfull and painefull labourers, my fellow- 
brethrenin the Miniſteric , rowing hard withus in 
the true ſhip of Chriſt ( being in the midſt of thoſe 
Seas toſſed with mighty waves in great jeopardie,) 
that they may bring his true Diſciples to the ſhore 
of heaven, in drawing them out of thoſe trouble- 
ſome and dangerous hierarchical ſeas : whom I de- 
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fire nottocaſt itaway as anew Doctrine, though. ic 
might- ſeeme ſo at the firſt fight, butto ponder ir 
well before, though they finde ir clothed ina very 
courſe and homely language and yet borrowed; in 
which having dared to walke thus farrein publike, 
I will yer adventure a litle further, obſerving our 
of this text thus expounded ſome few pointsof Do- 
arine,' the which 1 meane to. handle as briefly as I 
canto apply them. to ſome uſe of Admonition and 
exhortarion. And firſt in generall conſidering thar 
all this Hierarchicall forementioned earthly power 
repreſented by the ſaid Euphrarticall Joxdan,and all

and that all the ſaid Officers are thus repreſented 
unto us in this text, under thoſe foreſaid titles of 
Seafaring men or Sailors in ſhips ,. whole offices 
and unlawfull practiſes doe all iſſue of theſame 
Source;this | ſay may yeeld this poinr, viz.that 
The Beaſt of Rome together with the falſe Prophet, 
have changed Chrifts fiſhing Ship, or true Church, into 
4 very Pirate Ship, or denne of theeves ; who'in ſtead 
ofgaining ſoules ro Chriſt doe leeſe them, and in 
liew of bringing them to Heaven, cauſe their pafſ- 
ſengers to make ſhip. wrack, both of ſoule and body 
in hell, as it appeares not only by the words of our 
Saviour, ſpeaking. to the Scribes and Pharifics gf 
his-time, the' right predecefſors of theſe, both of 
them having beene the murthers and perſecutors of 
Chriſt and his ——— ſaying unto them Mat. 
2. 23.

23. 15.Woe wnto 90% Scribes and Pharifies Hypecrites, 
for ye compaſſe ſea and land to make one Pr and 
when he 15 made, ye make him twofold more the child of 
hell. And againe, ſpeaking of chem to his __ 
he ſaith: Mar. 15: 14. Let them alone, they bebliude 
leaders of the blind. Andifthe blind leade the blind; 
both ſball fall into the ditch: this truth is likewiſe ma» 
nifeſt by that which is faid in particular of cheir fol. 
lowers. Revel. 13. 8. That all the names of the dwel- 
lers upon earth who ſhould worſhip the Beaſt, were nat 
n7/tten in the booke of the Lambe, ſlaine from the foun- 
dation of theworId. But cſpeciallyirt is cleare by that 
which is written in the nextchaprer, viz. 14. verſe 
9. 10-where Szint John ſaith that the third Angell 
following the two fornver of whoſe meſlage he had ſpo- 
ken in the precedent verſes, faid that if avy mas 
ſhould worſhip the Beaft and his Fmage, and receroe bis 
marke in his forehead, or in his hand, the ſame ſhould 
drinke of the wine of the wrath of God, which is pawred 
out without mixture, into the cap of his indignatronand 
hee ſhould bee tormented with fire and brimftone, is the 
preſence of the holy Angel's, and in the preſence of the 
lambe, &rc. And as for their prophaning thus the 
ſaid rrue ſhip of Chriſt , namely his Church and 
Diſciples ; ſee likewiſe whar Chriſt did re- 
proachrto the foreſaid Scribeg and Phariſces, Merke 
11+ 17.
